Don't think so. I'm pretty sure this one was indeed on 1180, as 
mentioned, specifically to jam Marti'. Last thing of note Fidel had 
on 1160 was a jammer, vs. Radio Americas, first half of 1968 (GREG 
HARDISON, CA, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


I happen to have a fairly detailed account of TaIno's history on my 
page at:

So, this confirms I heard them only two days after activation. As far 
as I know, they are FM only now (Terry L Krueger, Clearwater, Florida, 
USA 27.55.83 N, 82.46.08 W, ibid.) 


*xx CUBA. Now we know what became of RHC’s short-lived new frequency 
15390: moved to 15230! Nov 11 at 1920 there is RHC // 11760 but an 
echo apart, also // 12040, 11730, 11690 but at this time not heard on 


15360/15370/15380/15390. 15230 was a prime RHC frequency until 
abandoned many years ago; not clear why Arnie would move 15390 back to 
15230 now. 


In fact, it’s on as early as 1411 Nov 12, QRMing CRI English via 
Sackville which has been on this B-season frequency for years! CRI way 
on top, but I manage to // the QRM audio underneath with 15360 an echo 
apart at 1450, when the 15230 RHC signal has gained a little on CRI; 
Commies vs Commies! 15230 may have seemed attractive as nothing else 
is scheduled there 15-22, but CRI is on it at 13-15 and Australia at 
22-24, so RHC should only use it between 15 and 22. 


Perhaps RHC is still experimenting, as Nov 10 at 1138, Mark the Dark 
Coady in Ontario logged RHC on a slightly different unlisted 
frequency, 15235 // 6095. 


Then at 1545 Nov 12 checking the RHC schedule presented in Spanish at 
http://www. radiohc.cu/espanol/c_frecuencia/frecuencias.htm 

I find it does show 15230 now in Spanish: to Buenos Aires at 11-23 and 
00-05, breaking for Portuguese in between. 


Anything else new on it? English 11760 at 20-21 on this version is 
destined for Central America, rather than N/C/SAm, and no English for 
Europe (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1539, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


13780, ran across RHC with Arnie Coro at 1341-1346 Nov 13 talking 
about propagation. This is not a regular program, but just a 
contribution to the revistas, so may show up at various times. He says 
he recorded it at 1440 UT on Friday the 12th, when the Wolf sunspot 
number was 60. Solar activity has been increasing for the past 
sesquidekaday (quince dias), so bands above 15 MHz are improving. 
Solar max is now expected in 2013, but peaking nowhere near as high as 
the past four cycles. Sunspots yesterday reached 66. 


15230, at 1350 Nov 13, CRI Chinese music break in China Drive had a 
few IADs via Sackville, plus SAH de RHC and Spanish undercurrent now 
that Arnie has decided to collide with a fellow commie broadcaster, 
with whom they even have a relay deal. 


11760 is best at 1540 when I am hearing music from Puerto Rico, as 
identified by announcer Tony GUmez, and I do believe he mentioned 
Cancionero Iberoamericano, i.e. the program which used to be on an 
hour earlier at 1430, and not changing UT due to DST or not, but now 
it has. 1556 titulares. 


1600 I expect to hear mistakes in the frequency announcement for the 
following hour, and so I do: Tony says: *°15390, 11690, 11730, 11760, 
12040, 6140°° in typical Soviet-style disorder, despite 15230 having 


replaced the short-lived 15390 several days ago. More music after 
1600. He also keeps claiming RHC can be heard on ‘‘audio real’* even 
tho it’s NOT the Real Audio format. Please engage brain before reading 
script. Please turn on a radio sometime and monitor your own station. 
Please establish rapid and accurate communications between studio and 
transmitters as to schedule. 


12010, VG new frequency for RHC, Nov 14 at 0035 // 11760 with hard 
jazz, and also good on // 11770; plus 6060, 6140. 11770??? It's 
scheduled only 1930-2400 to Europe, the last two sesquihours in 
Spanish, the first sesquihour in French, Portuguese, Arabic. 12010 is 
23-05 for South America, and still heard altho weaker at 0205. 


RHC English getting started much earlier than in the last week, 
already underway at 0102 Nov 14 on 6050 atop HCJB, and weaker 6000 
badly squeezed. Meanwhile Spanish on 6140, 6120, 6060. 


For the third week in a row, RHC’s Sunday morning programs are 
appearing one UT hour later that ever before. Nov 14 at 1340 music on 
Cuba Campesina; 1435 En Contacto, the DX program, ironically 
introduced by Manolo with the uncapitalized phrase ‘‘amigos de la onda 
corta’*, also the title of Spain's DX program which used to air at the 
same time. This EC mainly had a good primer on tropical band DXing, 
from Radio Actividades in Uruguay. EC was on 13780 and many others.

And what about the afternoon and evening program timings, and all 
other days of week?

At 1501 I looked for scheduled Esperanto 
on 11760 only, but it was still Spanish // all the others, 15370, 


15360, 15230, 17750, 11730, distorted 11690. Arnie claims 15120 is for 
South America, so why is it always stronger than the other 19m 
channels here? 15370 is new at this time, ex-12010 for Al0, 
Presidente. More chex during the 1500 semihour still find no Esperanto 
on 11760 at 1504, 1529. 


New online schedule claims Esperanto is now Sundays: 
San Francisco 6010 0700-0730 
Norte Centro y SuramErica 11760 1500/1530 
15370 2230-2300 
While the sked Arnie sent Wolfgang B,schel adds another: 
AmErica Central 11760 2100-2130 
The 2100 and 2230 need to be confirmed this Sunday, but with 1500 
missing, the prospects seem bleak. The Esperanto page at RHC website 
is totally outdated from a year or more ago. 


At 1511 all active frequencies were carrying RHC’s Filatelia show. 
Maybe Esperanto has also shifted unexpectedly one hour later, to 1600? 
No, at 1618, still Spanish, but now Al0, Presidente has started on its 
special frequencies, El Hugazo speaking on 17750, 15370, 13750, 13680, 
distorted 11690; while separate RHC mainstream on 11760, 11730. I have 
a feeling that Esperanto often gets lost in the shuffle between studio 
and transmitters. 


Looking for the alleged new times for Esperanto from RHC on Sundays: 
Nov 14 at 2105 nothing audible on 11760 tho I was inside a signal- 
repelling/absorbing building, a disappointing high-school performance 
of The Music Man with terrible acoustix in a gym; when I got outside 
at 2130 there was no signal on 11760 either tho RHC 11770 was fine. So 
I think the 2100-2130 Sunday Esperanto on Arnie’s schedule is 
imaginary. 


The next one is supposedly at 2230-2300 on 15370. That frequency was 
on the air Sunday Nov 14 at 2231, but in French, not Esperanto, 
urgently translating the spoutings of El Hugazo. The website schedule 
shows 15370 not starting until 2300, in Creole, and no French on any 
frequency at 2230. So perhaps French stands in for no available 
program this week in Esp’o. (As in previous report, none at 1500 
either on 11760.) 


Meanwhile I also checked some of the Sunday afternoon Spanish 
programming against the website program schedule. On 15230 at 2236, 
Mundo de la Filatelia was in progress, giving postal addresses of two 
Cuban collectors who want to exchange stamps, one in Habana, another 
in Tunas, and there are usually several more each week. 


There is lite SAH on 15230, presumably R. Australia, but no modulation 
from it audible under Cuba [see also CHINA]. At 2257 I was on 6140, 


the new all-day frequency ex-6110, as Cuba Campesina was opening, and 
at 2301 also on // 9820 but this frequency is the perpetually lo-fi 
and distorted transmitter, best avoided, especially during music. Is 
it the transmitter or the program feed line to blame??

? Unknown since the 21:00-23:00 UTC Domingo period is just a Revista 
Iberoamericana, containing features which at other dayparts get their 
own individual listings. When last we checked for Monitoring Reminders 
Calendar, Cuba Campesina was 2200/2225, preceded by En Contacto 
varying between 2142 and 2200. So CC has also shifted one UT hour 
later now, and likely so has EC around 2242 instead of 2142 UT. Next 
update of MRC will show them one hour later than:

DentroCuban Jamming Command doing well on the harmonic scene, Nov 14 
at 2240: pulses on 17865, which is 3 x 5955 vs ELCOR/Rep’blica, so I 
also check 18090, and same pulsing audible there, 3 x 6030 vs Marti, 
intruding into the hamband. 


Also wall of noise jamming on 9725 Nov 14 at 2302 vs nothing audible, 
but HFCC shows 9725 as IBB Greenville Spanish at 0000-0100 daily, also 
0100-0200 Tue-Sat, i.e. the combo VOA/Marti broadcast, but no longer 
starting at 2300 since DST went off in W-shington. Duh! 


9928, DCJC pulses against nothing Nov 15 at 1350, probably spur from 
9955/9965 walls of noise. 15278, Nov 15 at 1446, jamming pulses, 
presumed spur of 15330 vs MartI, and also circa 15385 vs REE 
Sephardic. 


While 11760 was vacant Sunday Nov 14 at 2130, checked again on Monday 
Nov 15 at 2127 I am hearing RHC wrapping up French, and then at 2130 
reopening another semihour of same, mentioning that the temp is 26. 
Meanwhile, 11770 and 11730 were in Spanish. The hours announced for 
French were 1930-2000 and 2100-2200, only. 


That contradicts the current online schedule presented in Spanish for

So it seems that the 2130-2200 portion of French is supposed to be on 
their webcast only, but goes out sometimes on SW anyway (or maybe cut 
off sometime after 2130?) (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 1539, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) See also CHINA 


xx CUBA. 6010, 6050 and 6060 from RHC English are unusually almost 
matched in strength and hummy modulation quality, Nov 17 at 0638 as 
Arnie is talking about SDRs and slopers, and furthermore are all 
synchronized; // 6150 tho continues to be much undermodulated. 
Meanwhile still lacking at this hour on 6000 contrary to schedule, 
just Harold camping on the frequency. 


9955, DentroCuban Jamming Command still has it in for WRMI, Nov 17 at 
0628 in English --- 0, it’s CDHD Brigade 2506, the only exile program 
in English. But jamming pulses continue past 0630 when WRMI starts R. 
Praga in Spanish, surely no threat to The Revolution. 


13680, I am monitoring RHC Nov 17 at 1359 when Tony GOmez gives a 
frequency announcement. Now he mentions start and stop times for some 
of the frequencies, a change: 15120, 15360, 15390; from 1300, 13680, 
13780; from 1100, 12040, 11760; from 1300, 11730; from 1400 to 2000, 
11690; and until 0500, 6140. But he’s still clueless that short-lived 
15390 in the clear was replaced by 15230 under China a week ago. And 
reconfirmed today at 1408, way under 15230 Sackville, not on 15390 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Close, but no cigar, as 479 is NW Arkansas 
including Fort Smith, not SW Arkansas, Texarkana. But she's 
immediately followed by the mumbler saying **‘Pastor Tony Alamo . 

God bless you’*. Then canned ID by R. Africa announcer spelling out 
postal address in Accra, G-H-A-N-A (was my hearing Zimbabwe before 
mistaken, or alternative?), ~‘thank you for listening to Radio 
Africa’*. 2157 it’s back to Tony Alamo introducing another of his 
numbered programs, in the two-hundreds, I think he said. Interesting 
to compare signal with 15195, YFR via Ascension, about to go off;

1593 kHz with up to 800 kW. The transmitters were of 1966 vintage and 
had started to show their age by needing frequent repairs, besides 
their poor efficiency. Thus WDR decided that they are not worth a 
replacement of the PCB-containing parts anymore and shut down 1593 at 
yearend 1993.

This news came like a bombshell and hit DW staff entirely 
unexpectedly. taz has seen an internal paper of the DW works committee 
that provides evidence of this circumstance, stating that "the 
committee does not consider it as a reasonable way of internal 
communications when staff members learn about the elimination of a 
three-digit number of job positions from the newspapers". 


A decision about the points outlined by the paper is expected towards 
the end of this year. 


Staff members describe the atmosphere at DW as disastrous, caused by 
both the messed up communications and the plans themselves. They say 


that officially DW will keep its 30 languages, but de facto the plans 
come to service closures. Also the internal committee paper says that 
"the decisive questions are being left unanswered". 


DW spokesperson Johannes Hoffmann says that "a threat of job position 
losses" was already internally known, that no detailed measures have 
been decided yet and only decisions about the broad strategy worded so 
far. Unlike his boss he was not willing to mention numbers for the 
reduction of job positions. 


Any way Erik Bettermann hereby abandons his promise, made over years, 
that during his term in office no DW staff will be fired (Kai Ludwig,

LIBERIA: STAR RADIO BACK ON AIR AFTER ONE WEEK GO-SLOW BY AGGRIEVED 
WORKERS | Text of report by Liberian non-state station Star Radio 
website on 14 November 


The Independent Star Radio has resumed regular broadcast following a 
week's go-slow by aggrieved workers. The workers 5 November staged an 
indefinite go-slow action protesting bad working conditions by the 
station manager, Mr James Morlu. 


The workers accused Mr Morlu of gross abuse of their labour and vowed 
they could no longer work under his administration. The protesting 
staff further accused Mr Morlu of being unable to raise adequate funds 
to pay them and declared a unanimous vote of no confidence in him. 


The workers also reported the breakdown of systems at the station 
coupled with the lack of motivation by Mr Morlu. 


Key among their complaints was the failure by Mr Morlu to define their 
status at the entity, a situation they claimed has deprived them 


assessment [as published] of loans from banks. 


They also claimed since the opening of Star Radio in May 2005, 
salaries have been cut twice thus placing them in difficult financial 
situations. 


According to the aggrieved workers, Mr Morlu also succeeded in cutting 
down basic benefits like scratch cards and other supplies that made 
the staff effective. 


In a release drawing public attention to conditions at Star Radio, the 
workers explained on many occasions they had to improvise to keep the 
station on air. 


The workers said the decision to go slow followed several failed 
attempts to resolve the issues with Mr Morlu and Chairperson of the 
Board Hawa Goll-Kotchi 


The go slow involved all staff of the news and programme departments , 
language announcers, correspondents, volunteers and support staff of 
the station. 


Despite the workers' complaints, Mr Morlu refused to step down and 
continued to enticed members of the senior management team to join him 
in solidarity. 


Days later, the senior management team took a definitive stance on the 
crisis by asking Mr Morlu to honourably resign. A day after writing to 
Mr Morlu to resign the Labour Ministry invited the management team to 
hear its position on the matter. 


The senior staff joined by the representatives of the junior staff met 
at the Labour Ministry and again told Morlu to resign and leave 
something he argued about. 


The government through the Labour Ministry then asked both staff and 
senior management to get the station back on the air while the 
government works with the Board to respond to the workers’ demand 
within seven days. 


The management team comprises the heads of news, programmes, technical 
and electrical. The Board was represented by its chairperson, Madam 


Goll-Kotchi, and John Collins, a member. 


The seven-day ultimatum started since Friday 12 November and a 
response consistent with the workers' claim is expected. 


As it appears, the deal is shaky because Mr Morlu looks almost 


unprepared to leave and his intransigence could spell more problems 
for Star Radio's future. 


Even after his departure, the station will need more donor support to 
give Star Radio the moral backing it needs to perform credibly as in 
the past.

Has het from presumed HCJB Australia 15340, tho 
not making it on their other frequency 15400. 


But only hear a speech in Arabic, briefly interrupted by another 
Arabic voice at 1459. Then speech continues until 15341.1 abruptly 
cuts off at 1505:35*. I stand by for it to come up on 15345 instead. 
It takes less than a semiminute, carrier on from *1506:04, much more 
quickly than a previous date --- but, no modulation applied until 
1512:05! Still the speech in Arabic. Is there any technical reason why 
after a rapid 3.9-kHz frequency change, modulation cannot be resumed 
immediately? Or just more slopperation from Nador. If I were the 
speechifier, would be upset about such an interruption, but I bet he 
is blissfully unaware of it, not an SWL (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


I rather bet that nobody listens to these poorish Nador shortwave 
outlets anyway. Probably they believe that more fine-tuning is 
necessary? 


But then the question is what is the point of this 15341 part-day 
nonsense anyway? Was there at some point something on 15350 they 
wanted to escape and now they continue this once introduced practice 
without thinking about it for only a single second? Or did they 
believe it would be a good idea to run the Nador transmitter within 
six kilohertz of the Briech outlet on 15335 while it still existed? 


Anyway the result of this practice is now a bad 1 kHz het, presumably 
from HCJB Australia although I did not manage to get out the 
modulation of the 15340 carrier when checking around 1300.

Employees at New Jersey Network received 45-day layoff notices Tuesday 
as the public television and radio network prepares to move off the 
government payroll. Whether the station moves off the air on Jan. 1, 
when it stops receiving state funding and the layoffs take effect, 
remains to be seen. The notices said the layoffs were done "for 
reasons of economy," but provided few other details about the fate of 
New Jersey's only public network. 


NIN was incorporated in 1968 and went on the air in 1971. Its purpose 
was to provide New Jersey-specific programming for viewers living 
between the major New York City and Philadelphia markets. New Jersey 
has two commercial TV stations, WMGM in Atlantic City and WWOR in 
Secaucus. 


"Today is really a very difficult day for our loyal staff because the 
layoff notices have been circulated without any clear description from 
the executive and legislative branches as to the means of transferring 
NIN to a new entity," said Kent Manahan, chairman of the New Jersey 
Public Broadcasting Authority Board, which oversees NJN. 


The notices went out to 130 employees; 17 additional employees who are 
paid through a private foundation are also expected to receive layoff 
notices, said Janice Selinger, the acting executive director of NIN 
public television. 


If the governor's office and Legislature don't act before Jan. 1, the 
station would go dark. However, both branches have "expressed the 
sentiment that they want us to thrive and continue," Selinger said, 
adding that the station just started a new series and continues to 
fundraise, although that has become more difficult, she said. 


Gov. Chris Christie's budget this year eliminated state funding for 
the station after Dec. 31, forcing NIN to convert from a government 
entity to a private, nonprofit broadcast outlet. 


Christie has said the state does not need and cannot afford its own TV 
station, and he proposed transferring operations and licenses to an 
independent entity. A legislative task force last month agreed with 
him, but little has been done to prepare the station for transfer. 


Christie has proposed legislation to direct his treasurer to take 
inventory of the network's assets to figure out the best way to sell 
or transfer them. He also wants to begin negotiations with other 
public broadcasting outlets interested in purchasing the network and 
its broadcasting licenses. 


The station has four broadcasting [sic; = TV!] and eight radio 
licenses. The licenses can be sold only to other public television 
stations or religious broadcasters but estimates are uncertain about 
how much money the state could make by selling them. 


While other states have government-owned stations, NIN is unique in 
that it produces a nightly newscast and is one of the few stations to 
carry gubernatorial budget addresses live. It is also a member of the 
PBS network and NPR network for radio, broadcasting public programming 
as well as producing original broadcasts. 


If the station were to come off the air in January, it would have a 
year before the Federal Communications Commission could take back the 
broadcast licenses, according to Ellen Goodman, an information policy 
law professor at Rutgers Law School-Camden. 


Christie spokesman Kevin Roberts said the layoff notices were 
necessary as NJN becomes independent from the state and said the 
administration was working with the Legislature to come up with a 
transition process (via Kevin Redding, ABDX via DXLD)
